Company I. ¡ 1* 
stated that P riv a te Corns declared to 
him that lie wished to have it noticed 
t h a t lie was in Company L street and 
Sergeant Parilla said th a t he railed 
Captain Ja m e s to th e te nt an d o rd e r­ 
ed P riv a te B urn s to report to him. 
T he cross e xam inati on of the w i t ­ 
ness was most th o ro u g h . Judge Advo­ 
cate Hull m a king an extended effort 
to establish th e time that B urns re- 
porte dto Parilla and as to w he the r 
th ere were any wom en in th e te n t at 
th a t time.
